The Herald eulls attention to a Washiugtou dispatch reproduced 
iu other columns from the New York World. According to the cor- 
reipondent of The World, at diaeloted in this dispatch, the moit 
powprfui iiicn ill Mexico arc ready to entertain the German proposi- 
tion for au otl'eusi\ e alliuiiee against this country. We have not the 
flighteM reason to believe that we oould expect anything but treach 
ery and hostilit.v I'roiu Carraiizu. Tlic diselosures in tlie dispatch are 
another warning ol" tlie great danger to whicli this country ia ex- 
posed on its southern border. 

Four years n^o Tlic Herald iiv^i'd that \\r peruiil no exportation 
of arms from this country into Mexico. Since that time, we liavc 
sent thousands of stands of arms and millions of^unds of ammuni- 
tion to the Mexicans. We si iil o\ir navy to Vera Cruz to demand that 
the flag be saluted. We also made a pretense of holding up for a 
time shipload of German arms consigned to Huerta, but this shipload 
ot' ariiLs finally reached .Mexico and iloutttlcss is now where it can ne 
of service in case Germany calls Mexico to her assistance in a war 
■with the United States. We sacrifieed tUe lives of a number of men in 
the occupation of Vera Cruz, hut llie flag was" not saluted, nor waH 
any other tangible result secured by that occupation. We withdrew 
without aiiythinjr to show for the expense of the Vera Cru2 expedi- 
tion in treasure and blood. 

When Villii invaded the United Slates and massacred a number 
of peaceful and unnniu'd citizens, we sent an army into Mexico to 
capture him, dead or alive. After an occupation of months in a con- 
siderable pari ol' Mexican lerrilory, an incident of which was the 
unprovoked attack and ambush ol a troop of American cavalry, we 
withdrew without Villa 'h scalp, with the bandit still at large with no 
apolofjy for the attack upon our soldiers, with no reparation for the 
American lives thus saeritieed, with nothing accomplished for the 
protection of American lives or property in Mexico or on the Mexican 
border. 

We are now witluUvwinfj I he National Ouard from the border 
and demobilizing nnr insufficient defense, in the face of the fact that 

Germany openly i)roclainis her purpose to seek the co-operation of 
Mexico in a war against the United States. It is well known that (ier 
many is installing powerful radio equipment in Mexico for communi- 
cation with Herlin. There is a powerful or^'anizalion in Mexico of the 
German Iron Cro.ss Society and thousands of (iernians are said to lie 
hastening from the United Fttntes into Mexico. Tt is inconceivable 
that tile f,'()VernMienl ill Wiisliini;toii slioulil close its eyi's to these 
facts, that it should take no steps to prevent the mobilization of (ier 
man reservists on Mexican soil. 

Add to this the apparently well authenticated report, supportei 
by many corroborating circumstances, that a German hank in .Mexico 
practically dominates the Carrimza (jovernment, dictating its for 
eign policy, and giving it ])()wcrful liiuineial supjwrt, how can we ex- 
pect anything but attack from this quarter? Is it aiot now plain 
that what has appeared to be the bluster of a bandit chief has been 
prompted by llu' confidence horn of assurance of ticrman support? 
Is it not plain too, that our withdrawal from Vera Cruz and the with 
drawal of Pershing's forces from pursuit of Villa were imporiant 
triumphs of flerinan diplomacy .' 

If we, within the next few weeks, I'ace invasion by a (iernian- 
Mexican army of two hundred thousand, armed with guns wc have 
permitted to <;o ironi this country to the bandits of Mexico, who will 
be responsible for the enornu)ns damage we may ex[>ci ( to see in- 
flieted upon Arizona, . .ew .Mexico, Texas and Oklahoma .' Who will 
b<« responsible lor the loss to this country and to the Entente Allies of 
the principal oil producing regions of the world? — Tjexington Herald.

The press associations have assured 
Secretary Daqlela of their desire to co- 
operate, and in tbe abience of author- 
ity for imposing a legal censorship 
will be bound by tbe Qovernment's re- 
iiuests. Refore the regulations are ap- 
proved they will be submitted both to 
the associations and to managing edi- 
tors of newspapers for discussion and 
suggestion.

781,800 TONS DESTROYED IN FEB- 
BUARY, GERMANS REPORT 

Berlin, Friday, Maroli 16, (By Wire- 
less to Sayvllle) — Merchant ships of 
an aggregate gross tonnage of 781,- 
in were destroyed in Fabruary as a 
|iag«l^<^.war measures of the Central 
IHmars, the admtraltty announced to- 
day. The statement foUows: 

"In February 368 merchant ships of 
an aggregate gross tonnage of 781,!>00 
were lost by the war measures of the 
Central Powers, Among them were 
292 hostile ships with an agiragata 
gross tonnage of 644,000 and 76 neu- 
tral jhips of an aggregate gross ton- 
nage of ISTJIOO. Among the neutral 
ships 61 were sunk by submarines, 
which Is 16.6 per cent of the total In 
February as compared with' 25 per- 
cent, the averafe of neutral loaaes In 
the Uwt four moDths.'^ 

There Is a wide disparity between 
the offlolal German figures of the de- 
struction of shipping In February, the 
llrHl nionlli of unrestricted submarine 
warfare, and the flgures given out In 
England. It was said authoritatively 
in London on Maroh S, that in Pabru- 
ary Oermaa svtaaarlaM sent to the 
bottom in round numbers 400,000 tons 
of shipping. No nteatton was made of 
ships destroyed by mlaes.
